1 o the Hon. J. H. Arnold, J lid go 
of the 52nd Judicial District of 
Texas; 
We, your Grand Jury, beg to 
submit tin* following report; We 
have been in session 12 days and 
have examined 1H1 witnesses, and 
have made thorough investigation 
of every* violation of law that lias 
been bought to our notice ; wre have 
returned 
63 indictments, 22 fel­ 
onies and 41 misdemeanors; we 
have had all necessary assistance 
from both Ditsriet and County At­ 
torneys, we have employed four 
riding bailiffs and have prompt 
and efficient service from each of 
them, w-e have visited the jail and 
found same well kept, but desire to 
recommend to the Commissioners 
Court that they 
investigate tin* 
heating plant and have tin* neces­ 
sary repairs attended to at once. 
We have bad but little trouble 
with witnesses and attendance of 
witnesses before tin* Grand Jury, 
to perjure theiuselevs to be on tin*

Credit is one of the greatest as­ 
sets a person can have. It is the 
desire of every one to so handle 
his business that he can obtain cre­ 
dit when necessary at the hank or 
store. Many of us are not particu­ 
lar enough to build up what credit 
we already have which is entire­ 


ly wrong as we should strive every 
day to add strength to our credit 
as we never know when we will 
need this credit. 
In my opinion there are only 
two reasons to borrow money— 
one is for investment and of course 
these should be safe in every res­ 
pect and should be investigated 
carefully before mad«*, the other 
for necessities. Those investments 
that show the smallest returns in 
profit are considered by men of 
finance to he the safest while those 
bringing in larger profits are gen­ 
erally more risky and are not so 
desirable to tin* careful conserva­ 
tive man. A person needs to bor­ 
row money every now and then to 
strengthen his credit as no one 


will know in what manner he han­ 


dles his obligations unless tried. 
An executive of Sw ife & Company 
has said that every young man 
should be in debt to a small ex­ 
tent, if the debt is made for a good the obligation, 
investment as tin* debt will stimu­ 
late him to strive more to earn 
money that he max repay the <>b 
ligation. 
To build up one’s credit and add 
to his assets a person should gath­ 
er around him those things that 
can be disposed of in tin* shortest 
possible time. As a hanker 1 will 
suggest that the best security to 
offer a hank is in the shape of de­ 
sirable stocks or bonds for the 
person living in town, or live stock 
Ifor ilu* farmer. In asking for se­ 
curity the banker will accept hor­ 
ses, mules, eattl«*, hogs’, and so on 
before In* will wagons and marii- 
inery 01* other things 
that are 
hard to sell. To the end of streng­ 
thening Ids security I will say that 
the farmer should have about him 
sufficient grass land to run a small 


before, arriving at the main thing 
I wish to say. 
This is securing 
money at as low a rate as possi­ 
ble. As before said, tin* risk must 
be very small before a low rate of 
interest can be obtained and of 
course tin* one asking the accom­ 
modation must place the best se­ 
curity possible and as much as is 
necessary to eliminate the risk or 
at least to lower it. When asking 
for a loan a person should not hes­ 
itate to tell his hanker or friend 
verything perlaiuing to his bus­ 
iness and to tell him what he i* 
going to do with the money and 
en offer tin* very best security 
he has which I have said is in tin 
shape of something that can b* 
sold at once for the face of the 
note and interest.

a 
friend of mine told me he asked 
for a loan of large proportions so 
1 thought ami told him so, but he 
replied that where he borrowed 
his money In* was asked to tell in 
what way he would invest this 
money and if it was considered a 
good safe investment tin* money 


was advanced.

Comanche, by her signal defeat 
of Brownwood Saturday won the 
championship of Central 
West 
Texas by tin* biggest score she has 
ever beaten her time honored rival 
by.
